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Pursuant to a second preliminary amendment (filed 1/9/06), claims 45-49 have been 
amended, and claims 72-74 cancelled. Claims 1-71 remain pending. 

Applicants' election of Group 6 (claims 69-7 1 , drawn to a method of using the compounds 
of Group 2) is acknowledged. However, applicants have not elected species, as required 
by the previous Office action (mailed 7/6/005). As such, applicants are held to be "non- 
responsive" to that Office action. The previous election requirement is restated below, 
with me additional species election requirement. 

Applicants are required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect disclosed species (as follows) for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable:

c ) one of the following: (i) a method of treating a tumor without also imaging the 
tumor, (ii) a method of imaging a tumor without also treating the tumor, or (iii) a two 
step method which comprises both imaging the tumor and treating the tumor; 

d ) the anatomical location of the tumor (see specification, page 26, paragraph 4). 



Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this 
requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a generic claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
